The Ctovernor and the Qrizaly. 

A correspondent of the San Francisco Alta writes os 
follows of the Governor of California; 

Gov. Paoheco has, among his uccomplishmcnls—and 
they me many—one possessed, we believe by no other 
Governor in the United States. lie can lasso and get 
away with a wild fnizzly boar, and we saw him do it in 
May, 1852, on the lianctio do los Osos (Bear Ranch), 
in san Louis ObiB|>o, then the residence of Governor 
Pacheco's mother. Away up in the mountains among 
the wild outs, the grizzlies take their morning naps, 
after their nightly prowling about in searcli of any 
stray calf, pig, or other small game. Early one mor«- 
ing the enormous iirini of a grizzly's foot was sceu in 
the earth, close by the dwelling of the Governor's 
mother, and in a few minutes Romualdo and two or 
three others where in the saddle and oft' for the moun¬ 
tains.

Id 1858 Lis colors were agaio secD io 
public, and conspicuously so, for he won the Newmar¬ 
ket Stakes and the Epsom Derby of that year with 
Beadsman, a son of Weatherbit and Mendicant, bred by 
himself; and the following yvar ^^us again eurollcd the 
winner of that great race with Musjid, a .son of New- 
minister, who eight years before had swept the Doncas¬ 
ter 8t. Lcgcr from his grasp by defeatiug Aphrodite. 
After a lapse of nine years, the Derby ugaiu fell to his 
lot by the aid of Blue Gown, a son of Beadsman who 
had as u two-ycur-old won the Champagne Stakes at 
Doncaster, but had been disqualified because his jockey 
Wells, had carried 21bs ovenveight without declaring ft' 
The year afterwards, 1809, Sir Joseph ran second to 
Pretender, beaten a head only, for the Derby, with 
Pero Gomez, another son of Beadsman; and to this day 
it is a fruitful subject of discussion whether he did 
not win the race. Pero Gomez had his revenge over 
his Epsom conqueror in the 8t. Leger at Doncaster, 
where he clearly proved his superiority by beating him 
easily, and two days afterwards re|)catra his victory 
over him in the Doncaster Stakes. During his racing 
career, the deceased baronet won four Derbys, one 
Oaks, and one St. IjCgcr, besides a vast number of other 
important races.

The Qrayling Again. 

To THE Editor op The Field; —Some weeks ago 
I saw my name mentioned by Mr. Mather in your 
paper in relation to the grayling. He thinks that 
1 must have gained some extra information in rela¬ 
tion to the grayling. Now, if he will lopk into the 
report of the United States Commissioner, qu page 
74, he will find a statement by Seth Green, of his 
hatching the grayling spawn; and if he will write 
to Perkins & Hess, Grand Rapids, Mich., he can get 
some information in relation to the softness of the 
fish for shipping purposes. Mr. M. says, that he 
guesses the doctor must have some brains. Now 
if I were to guess, 1 should say that Mr. M. had a 
good place for some. Dr. W. A. Pratt. 

Qeneration of Eels. 

This subject has been obscure and overlaid with 
fables from the time of Aristotle to that of honest 
Izaak Walton, and both the father of natural science 
and the author of the “Complete Angler” left the 
question with no better answer than they found It. 
The late Edward Jesse, seeing its interests and im¬ 
portance, entertained the inquiry, in his “Gleaning 
in Natural History,” and with the assistance of the 
lateWm. Tarrell, concluded that eels,Iike other fish, 
are unisexual,«. e., dioecious. Meanwhile, obser¬ 
vations had been made frrom whlcli it appeared that 
exceptions occur to the rule, even in higher osseous 
fishes, since some of the perch tribe, notably Ser- 
raniu, were found to be bisexual or hermaphrodites, 
each individual with an ovary or roe on one side, and 
a milt of testes on the other. But though this fact 
has been amply confirmed by independent researches, 
it at the same time proves to be merely an acciden¬ 
tal exception, nothing more than a Ituui natur<e. 
However, about three of four years ago two Italian 
anatomists, Balsamo-Crlvelli and Maggi, came to 
the conclusion that eels are truly monoecious or her¬ 
maphrodite, and these observations have since been 
credited rather extensively. 

Still, an announcement so at variance with all our 
previous knowledge of the universality of the sepa¬ 
ration of the sexes In fishes, and so important In a 
physiological point of view, was not likely to be ac¬ 
cepted without further inquiry. And now, in the 
“Blbllotheque Universelle de Geneve,” February, 
1876, M. Syrski has a memoir in which he dissents 
altogether fronSThe cohdusions of the forementlon- 
ed Italian physiologists. He asserts that the so- 
called testes and spermatozoa described by them 
are nothing more than fatty bodies, and that the 
unlsexualify of eels is the truth after all. The males 
are smaller than the femalu, and it would seem the 
Italians had only the larger females, which they 
mistook for hermaphrodites, under observation. 
The testes in the smaller male, according to M. 
Syrski, are long slender flat bodies, always paired 
and attached—Tike the ovaries in the female—along 
the under part of the spinal column. But in these 
observations there is yet a serious deficiency^ No 
spermatozoa were found. And this Is just the point 
which now requires Investigation; and such resi¬ 
dents at our sea-coasts as may have good micro¬ 
scopes and a taste fof pysiological sdenoe, might 
find in this interesting and important branch of 
iohthvology ample scope for rational amusement 
and InetruOtion. A series of diligent searches for | 
the spermatozoa of eels would probably be rewarded j 
by valuable results; and when we consider the In¬ 
herent Interest of the subject In relation to physio¬ 
logical science and the great economlovalne of these 
It wlU be granted that no pains sbpuld be 
spared in the Investigation of their true nature. | 


The spermatozoa of the lamprey have been figured 
bv Prof. Gulliver, In the “Proceedings of tl)e Zoolo¬ 
gical Societv,” December 6,1870, and we hope thiH 
some British observer may soon be led to the dl^ 
covery of the like signifleant objects In the eels. 
Then, and not till then, shall we be In a position tu 
follow up the whole natural history of these curlou;; 
and valuable fish. 

It must be borne in mind that this Is by no means 
merely one of those numberless ouriosltles of natural 
history, the significance of which is not verv appar¬ 
ent. It concerns a group of fish which has been 
highly esteemed as food for the people frrom the era 
of our Saxon forefathers to the present day, and of 
which the Importance Is obvious to the meanest 
capacity. But, though we have been thus familiar 
with eels from time immemorial, their life-history 
is still as recondite as ever. We are uot quite cer¬ 
tain that male eels ever enter our rivers, (or it has 
been asserted by respectable authority .that the 
females only are found there; and at all events, the 
presence of males where there Is no roe ready for 
fecundation might seem useless, even lUthey then 
had a mature milt, which nobody pretends to have 
seen, and whjCb, so far as w'e yet know, can only l>e 
expected during their marine life. Where do they 
breed? In the shallow of the sea-shore? or in the 
greater depths towards the abysses of the ocean ? 
Are eels oviparous or viviparous? Nay, as to sucli 
a seemingly easy matter as the Identity of the spec¬ 
ies, or rather genus, perplexing question are still 
arising, even in our courts of justice, as exemplified 
lately in the administration of our fisherv laws. In 
: short, very careful anatomical investigations are re¬ 
quired to Illustrate the whole subject; and how the 
most important preliminary point now presents It¬ 
self for Inquiry we have already intimated.— Lnni/ 
and Water, 

The Fish La'w in Indiana. 

The several attempts in the last Legislature of tlie 
State of Indiana te modify the fish law, were unsuccess¬ 
ful. The following is the substance of the law now in 
fetce: 

Sec. 1. That no person shalltake any fish with a net, 
seine, gun or trap of any kind, or set net, weir or pot, in 
any of the lakes, rivers, ponds, and small streams in 
this State, except as hereinafter provided. No person 
shall take any nsh with a gig or spear during the 
n.onths of March, April, May, November and Decem¬ 
ber. Any person violating the provisions of this sec¬ 
tion shall be subject to a fin* for each fish so taken not 
less than five nor more than twenty-five dollars; Provi¬ 
ded, That the penally in this section shall not be en¬ 
forced against persons catching small minnows for 
bait with seines not over 16 feet in length, or the legit¬ 
imate fisbii^ with book, line and pole, or taking nsh 
hut of the Ohio river. 

Sec. 2. Prohibits poisoning fish. 

Sec. 3. Makes it the duty of the Prosecuting Attor¬ 
ney to see that the law is enforced. 

Fishing Extraordinary.— Mr. Gush, the diver 
who has been searching the bottom of the Clyde for 
wrecks, has heeu successful in lifting, at Dunoon, a 
steam lighter which had been sunk for some time. 
The wreoc (says the Glasgow fferald) was towed 
across to Greenock harboer, and was found to contain 
a good deal of guano and,artificial manure, with 
which it had been loaded. In this compost was dis¬ 
covered an extraordinary quantity of blgeels—some 
five and six feet In length and of corresponding 
thickness; and most capital fishing was enjoyed by 
those acquainted with the crannlM of an engine 
and holler, In which the eels had found lurking 
places.

Insects. 

Loewenhoeck speaks of an Insect, seen with a micro¬ 
scope of which 2'f,000,000 would only_ equal a mite. 
Insects of varions kinds may be seen in the cavities of 
a common grain of sand. Mould is a forest of beauti¬ 
ful trees, with the branches, leaves, flowers and fruit. 
Butterflies are beautifully feathered. Hairs are hollow 
tubes. The surface of our body is covered with scales 
like fish; a single grain of sand will cover 160 of these 
scales, and yet a single scale covers 600 pores. Through 
these narrow openings the sweat forces itself out like 
water through a sieve. The mite makes 600 steps a 
second. Each drop of stagnant water contains k iworid 
of animated beings, swimming with os much liberty as 
a whale in the sea. Each leaf has a colony grazing 
upon it. like oxen on a meadow.

among the horses and mules oi west Tennessee. 
Many farmem have lost all their working stock at a 
season of the year when they can least afford to do 
without them. The bite of this Insect seems as 
deadly as that of the African tsetse, the pest of all 
travelers In South Africa. Man and wild animals 
appear to be invulnerable to the tsetse, but camels, 
don, oxen, and horses cannot long survive its at¬ 
tars, In one expedition Dr..Liv[ng8ton loet forty- 
three oxen fh>m this cause. He was Inclined to be¬ 
lieve that the ass waa bite-proof, but the experience 
of hti laat Journey convinced him that he waa in er¬

In a game of 300 or more points, with many 
of the tournament jilaycrs, the betting would be against 
him. He is always in condition to play, being strictly 
temperate in bis habits. As a billiard player, “the old 
man," as the boys call him, ba.s probably reached his 
acme. 

W1LL1.4M BUKLEIOH, 

the wnuer of the second prize, $400, is a young man, 
probably not yet twenty-five, hailing from Michigan. 
He is a very pretty player, and a hard one to beat. As 
a position player and nurscr, he is very strong. He 
made the best run of the tournament, 117. It is a treat 
to see him play, be is always so pleasant about it. 
Nothing seems to ruffle him, and he never loses Ids 
"nerve." William Burleigh will yet be heard of in the 
billiard world. 

HENRY KHINES, 

the winner of the third prize, $300, is in tbe neighbor¬ 
hood of thirty-five years of age, residing in this city. 
He belongs to the firm of Doty & Hhines, billiard-room 
keepers on Madison street, between Clark and LaSalle 
streets. “Dump" is a genial fellow, and a noted favor¬ 
ite among lovers of the game. lie is a careful player, 
a fine|nur8er and good at position sbetn. The second 
highest run of tbe tournament, 100, came from the tip 
of his cue. 

L. MCAFEE, 

the winner of tbe fourth prize, $200, resides at Daven¬ 
port, Iowa. He is about twenty-five years old, and 
possesses all the elements of a first class player, with 
one exception, which he should at once correct himself 
of, as he must do if he wishes to rank among tbe big 
players. That he did not make a better record in tbe 
tournament is due to this fault. Some of the finest4;x- 
hibitions of nursing were given by Mac. If he gets the 
baits into a corner, he is sure to make a run, and never 
"jaws” them. 

KUOENE CARTER, | 

the winner of the fifth prize, $175, comes from Toledo, j 
Ohio. He is a young man, not over tweniy-five or six, 
and gives great promise as a billlardist. Some rank 
him as the best player of the tournament, and wonder 
how be managed to stand so low, be who made the 
highest average. That be is a strong player and has 
nerve, w shown by his game with Miller at the ex¬ 
piration of the tournament. Being desirous of making 
Amends for some of his poor playing, which he attrib¬ 
utes to sickness, he challenged Miller, and the contest 
came off, as above stated. The game was 500 pointt. 


After a deal of hard luck, he made some very fine 
shots, making ajirunj of 120, during which be 
showed himself to be a master of the cue, and winning 
the game. Miller’s score being 485. Mr. Carter staked 
$176 to $185. An additional of $26 was made by the 
parties before the commencement of the game. 

T. J. OALLAOHKR, 

tbe winner of the sixthjprize, $125, also hails from 
Ohio. He is also a young man, but one year the senior 
of Carter, from whom he will in a few days make an 
attempt to take tbe Ohio State emblem. At times be 
shows good play, but is too apt to get shaky when the 
game looks dubious for his side. But for this fault be 
probably would also have won tbe game with champion 
Miller, played at tbe close of the game between Carter 
and Miller, for $50 a side, 260 points. 

Of the other players, Shaw, who is one of the young¬ 
est of the contestants, deserves honorable mention, as 
does Parker and Maggioli.

In fancy playing, especially in masse shots, he 
is particularly fine. He is also a good nurser, and an 
affable gentleman. 

The J. M. Brunswick & Balke Co. and their able co¬ 
adjutors deserve great credit for the manner in which 
this tournament was conducted. Begun with doubt, 
it ended with success, and has done much to enliven 
and encourage the beautiful and healthful game of 
billiards.

O’Leary’s Big Feat. 

I'he match against lime—announced as for one thous¬ 
and dollars a side—in which Daniel O’Leary, of Chi 
cago, 111., undertook to beat E. P. Weston’s alleged 
performance of walking one hundred and fifteen miles 
in twenty-four consecutive hours, was decided lasl^ 
week at the Cheslnut-strect Rink. Philadelphia, Pa. 
Our correspondent writes as follows regarding it: "Be¬ 
fore he commenced walking, at 12 o’clock midnight, 
April 33, the track was surveyed and found to be 480 
feet, requiring eleven circuits to make a mile. He com¬ 
pleted hi^ftieth mile in 0 houi-s 24 minutes and 13 
seconds; his one hundredth mile in 10 hours 27 minutes 
and 25 seconds, and completed one hundred and fifteen 
miles in 22 hours and 58 minutes.

Ho is never emol 
to iiiau or beasi; he is always hone.st. and ready to help, 
to the Itesl of liis ability, liis friends wlm may need 
help. 1 might cover several pages with the goiKi i|uali- 
lies of Ihe true sportsman, hut lliiiiU I liave given 
enough 10 make the contrast between bin and Hie spoil¬ 
ing man (whoso ebaracleristics follow) plain.

purchase a tract of land suitable for rifle practice and ' 
have it jiroperly enclosed. There certaiuly is wealth j 
enough among our gentlemanly sportsmen to carry out ] 
this project and establish a “('reedmoor'' in the west 
in every' respect equal to that in the east. It is not , 
alone for the gentlemen of the gun that wej make this ' 
s|>peal, but for the satisfaction of att'ording our mili- | 
tary companies suitable place for exercising their skill ; 
in the use of the rifle at longe range. Tlicu parctice 
and pleasure would go hand in hand, and merry hearts 
would laugh with mingled delight over the many good I 
times afforded them. These would be gala days in the 1 
history, not only of the participants, but of the thou- i 
sands of spectators that would i\ceom])Bny them to ! 
witness their performances. 

The incentive and opportunity it would sive our pro¬ 
fessional men and tliose engaged in occupations of a 
sedentary character, to take that recreation so neces¬ 
sary to their health, is another excellent reason for the 
establishment of such a park. 

The means for the consummation of such a project 
can, we believe, be secured if enthusiastically taken in ' 
band by the proper persons.

Animal Paintings. 

A very few American artists have gained reputation 
for animal painting, and perhaps W. H. Beard is best 
known by his studies of pet dogs. In Engl(tnd, Land¬ 
seer became ]>romincnl, since ho was the only artist to 
perceive similitude to human thought in the character 
of dogs, just as Rosa Boulit'ur gained recognition for 
the masculine vigor with which she painted wild cattle. 
It almost seems as though tbe modern Bclgiau school 
had monopolized animal painting, and the American 
market is a large recipient of their cattle and sheep 
pictures. 

The wealthy purchasers of Chicago possess several ! 
Belgiau pictures; Perry II. Smith owning twu good 
paintings of sheep; .1. II. Dole having a good water 
color by Verbocckhoveu, and two pleasing subjects by ■ 
Adam of Muuich, while the collection of Hon, .1. R. 
Jones, at the residcucc of W. H. Ovington, Esq., con¬ 
tains sheep painted by Verboeckhoven in the landscape 
of another artist, Dc Beul's netable groupe of the 
shepherd’s flock, Maes’ careful painting of the texture 
of wool, and Wouterniaerteu's prosy treatment of shorn 
sheep lying iu the field. Highwoocl's free collection of ; 
excellent works by Muuich artists has some good pic¬ 
tures of cattle and sheep, but far better are Herman- ' 
storfer’s paintings of horses, which are etiually good in 
drawing, color and action. 

Chicago artists have given little attention to this de¬ 
partment: before the fire H. H. Cross was making rapid 
progress in the portraiture of horses, but he is now ■ 
busy in New York on a humorous representation ot 
nninial character. J. H. Drury sometimes paints 
chickens and cattle as a change from landscape work, 
and L. C. Earle has won a good reputation by his ex¬ 
cellent treatment of wild fowl, but he is devoting much 
of bis time to figure painting. Annie C. Shaw ha.s 
been making commendable progress for the past two 
years as a landscape artist, but in her recent studio , 
work, she gives promise of being able by close study 
to demonstrate anew the ability of woman to paint 
cattle and sheep with artistic fidelity. Into a quiet ^ 
landscape, she bus introduced an Alderney bull and a 
large Merrino ram, and the grouping is very pleasing, 
but the dniwing only perpetuates the faults of the or¬ 
iginal paintings.

The 
men sit on their horses as though they felt them, and 
with the firm clasp which makes the American system 
of training beautiful in good horsemen. Often battle 
pictures produce stiff liorsc.s, but in this case the feel¬ 
ing of movement has been well presented, and no ene 
can help apiireciating the rush of the fight. 

The other large pictures on exhibition portray two 
views af the city of JerustCeniif and tjbe foreground of 
the modem place gives excellent representations of 


camels and horses, of which the moat striking is y 
group of Arabian steeds, one of which is being led and 
suddenly stops to crop tbe scanty herbage. 

In the other nxims of the art-ball, the poultry fancier 
will find a beautiful picture of chickens, by Gyselint;.

Geblsr shows how truly realistic an artist 
can be, for in his evening scene, the sheep come in 
tired and dirty and are full of tbe animal brutality. 
On the other bund, Goldberg marks in “The Shepherd¬ 
ess” the sympathy between the young woman and 
the dam, while the texture of wool and form of sheep 
is most excellent. 

Henrietta Ronner shows her ability to represent kit 
ten life, while Tail in his tw o deer pictures will cliarm 
any hunter. Noterman, of Paris, is famous for hi.s 
dog pictures, and “The Friendly Meal” abounds in 
character. Pittara represents a group of peasants and 
animals around an Italian fountain in early morning 
light, and Otto Weber gives the iiiotinn and action of 
Romuu cattle in treading out the wheat on an open 
threshing floor, Meyer shows bounding Hungarisn 
horses, in which the muscular power of the foremast 
runner is remarkable, while the best part of Moran's 
“Wayside Inn” is the movement of the frightened coll. 
There is much that is worthy of notice in these pictures, 
and the whole collection posscases something to facinale 
every portion of the community. 

The National Sportamen’a Association. 

Tbe National Sportsmen’s Convention to be held al 
Cleveland, Ohio, in June next, promises to be a grand 
affair, both as regards size and prospective usefulness. 
From Chicago and vicinity alone, tbe number of deli 
gates, membera and visitors that are expected to attend 
the convention, and tournament to be held in connec¬ 
tion therewith, is estimated at about 100, 

The objects and uses for which the National Associa 
tion was formed, and to promote which it holds its 
meeting of delegates of the various States and Territo¬ 
ries in Cleveland, in June, are set forth in the resolu¬ 
tions adopted at the convention in June last, at Niagara 
Falls. These arc; 

First. “The protection of game and fish in all Ihc 
States and Territories, by procuring the passage in each 
State, and in the Congress of the iTnitcd States, of uni 
form co-operation ana consistent laws, strictly pnihibit- 
ing their destruction during the breeding, nesting and 
spawning seasons, and reaosnable time preceding and 
following the same. Prohibiting tbe capture and de¬ 
struction of certain species of game biras in nets and 
traps during any and all seasons; prohibiting tbe catch¬ 
ing and destruction of fish, in the now navigable Iake» 
and streams with nets or by means of chemicals, pro¬ 
hibiting the obstructing of the fi'ee passage of fish by 
nets across such streams, and by the creation of fish- 
dams and traps; and to procure the passage of such 
other and further legislation as may be necessary and 
proper for the full accomplishment of our jiurposc: 
second, through subordinate organizations, to insure s 
rigiu enforcement of all tbe game and fish protection 
laws now or hereafter to be enacted; third, to secure b.v 
and through proper legislation, tbe right of propriety in 
useful hunting dogs, making them, when stol n, tiu' 
subject of larceny, or when wantonly killed or maitned 
the subject of a misdemeanor; fourth, to secure thorough 
and proper legislation, the passage of laws iirobiblting 
at any time and season, the killing or destruction of nil 


act under the jurisdiction of the National Association, 
in securing and enforcing proper protective legislation 
Resolved, That all naturalists, fish cultunsts nod 
sportsmen generally in those States having no associa- 
lions bo, and are hereby, earnestly requested wlthoui 
delay to organize local clubs therein, to form_ State As¬ 
sociations under the iuriediction of' tbe National As 
sociation, and that all State organizations now existing 
and operating be and are solicited to become members 
of this Association, so that by unity of action through¬ 
out the land, we may accomplish and perpetnate the 
great reform designed and desired.”
